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Under the chairmanship of Dr. Willis 
J. Bray, the Dental Hygiene Institute’s 
drive for individual memberships from 
dentists is making progress. Chairmen 
have been appointed in each of the 
eight branches of the Chicago Dental 
Society : North Side, Dr. Clyde C. West ; 
Northwest, Dr. Glenn E. Cartwright; 
West Side, Dr. Joseph F. Porto; Engle- 
wood, Dr. Malcolm P. Brooks; Ken- 
wood-Hyde Park, Dr. Elmer Ebert;

“There are a number of reasons why 
this program must be undertaken now, 
even though dentists may have more 
work than they can take care of at the 
present time: (1) A program such as

the Institute is undertaking is a long- 
term one. It will be several years before 
substantial results are evident. (2) Those 
who have never had regular dental care 
must be educated concerning the advan- 
tages of regular and adequate care of 
the teeth at a time when they have 
money to pay for it. If the habit is 
established then, it will carry over into 
the lean times. (3) Dentists are busy 
now because so many of their fellow 
practitioners have gone into service. 
When these men return, they will expect 
to find patients waiting for them. The 
Institute’s promotional program will help 
to insure this. Dentists who are Insti- 
tute members can say to the returning 
men, “This is something we did for you 
while you were away, so that you would 
have work when you return.’ (4) The 
Institute’s program of public education 
is not entirely selfish. It is a contribu- 
tion to the health of the community. 
Good health for the workers on the home 
front is vitally necessary, now. 

“The Branch committees plan to make 
personal calls on Society members in 
their areas. Busy as they are, these men 
are giving their time because they are 
enthusiastic concerning the work of the 
Institute and believe that it should have 
both the financial and the moral support 
of every member of the Chicago Dental 
Society.

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Objectives of Full Denture Service* 


Joun B. 


Success in any line of endeavor de- 
pends entirely upon our own efforts, and 
the degree of success is judged by the 
standards we set up to attain. If we are 
engaged in the practice of dentistry 
_ merely for the means of livelihood and 
our main idea is just to get by, a little 
thought along this line might be a good 
thing. 

In a majority of practices full den- 
tures occupy the place of a filler-in, 
just the something that helps to build 
up a mass of practice. Many men do 
a very creditable class. of dentistry until 
it comes to denture work, which they 
shove through in a sloppy, careless way, 
putting the burden on the adaptability 
of the patient. If trouble results then 
denture work becomes a bug-bear. 

If we wish to practice the golden rule 
we will first try to learn to do a thing 
properly and then apply ourselves to 
the carrying out, in detail, of our teach- 
ings in every case. It has been said that 
“the things that we like least are those 
that we know least about.” It naturally 
follows that unless we enjoy doing a 
thing it is rarely well done. 

There is no patient who is more de- 
serving of the best we can do than the 
edentulous patient. I know of no greater 
incentive, in the practice of dentistry, 
than to strive to build a set of dentures 
that will bring comfort, health and hap- 
piness to patients who have been so 
unfortunate as to lose all their teeth. 

The three important results that we 
hope to obtain in denture construction 
are comfort, appearance and efficiency. 
Of these, comfort of course is most im- 
portant, for without it neither appear- 
ance nor efficiency are possible. It is 
impossible to look pleasant when one 
is in pain, and efficient mastication is 
not done when the act is painful. To 
a great many patients appearance is 
even more essential than is efficiency. 
While it sometimes is necessary to sacri-

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fice one for the other, ordinarily it is 
possible to achieve results that are satis- 
fying from both standpoints. 

It is recognized that the final results 
depend greatly upon the cooperation 
that the patient gives the dentist. This 
cooperation for the major part depends 
upon the education of the patient by 
the dentist. Every edentulous patient 
has ideas as to his or her ultimate success - 
as a wearer of dentures. This is based 
on the experience his or her relatives 
or friends have had. The operator should 
be able to recognize the physical condi- 
tions that present which tend to limit 
the result and an explanation should be 
given the patient in terms that are under- 
standable to the lay mind. 

When we appreciate that the efficiency 
of the highest type of artificial dentures 
does not exceed forty per cent of that 
of natural dentures, we realize how 
easy it is to promise more than we can 
deliver. This is the one best bet to 
produce a dissatisfied patient. Always 
try to hold something in reserve so that 
you may have a chance to deliver more 
than is promised. 

A fee should be charged that is com- 
mensurate with the services rendered. 
Things in general are apt to be appre- 
ciated in ratio to their cost. For in- 
stance, you often hear a man elucidate 
the qualities of his expensive car but 
rarely those of a flivver. One of the 
most essential points from the business - 
side of denture construction is to make 
sure that the dentures are paid for when 
delivered. When a complaint is made 
by a patient who has paid in full, you 
may rest assured that the kick is legiti- 
mate. Otherwise you will do consider- 
able wondering. 

As to the technical procedure of con- 
struction there are many ways of making 
dentures but all have practically the 
same basic principles. Some men prefer 
one technic and some another but close 
application to any one will bring you

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HUGO G. FISHER 
1874-1943 

Dr. Hugo G. Fisher, a prominent 
member and former president of the 
Chicago Dental Society, died September 
18, 1943 at the home of his daughter 
in Merion, Pennsylvania. He had been 
in ill health for several months. 


Dr. Fisher was born October 15, 1874, 


on the north side of Chicago. He re- 
ceived his early education in the Chicago 
Public Schools, and was graduated from 
the Northwestern Dental School in 1896. 
He was appointed Demonstrator in the 
Clinic at Northwestern in 1899, and 
served in this capacity for several years. 
Upon his graduation he entered practice 
in Chicago continuing here until 1905 
_ when he left for Cologne, Germany. He 

conducted a very large and successful 
dental practice there, having served many 
of the Nobility of that time. In 1914 
he was elected Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Dental Society of Europe. During 
World War I, he and his family were 
practically prisoners; although he was 
permitted to practice, he was compelled 
to make daily reports to the authorities. 
As soon as it was possible for him and 
his family to return to the United States, 
he did so, although all that he had ac- 
cumulated during his years of practice 
in Germany was taken away from him. 

In 1919, following World War I, Dr. 
Fisher returned to Chicago with his 
family, aid resumed practice. He re- 
mained here until his retirement about 
a year and a half ago. 

Upon re-entering practice in Chicago 
in 1919, he became very active in the 
affairs of the Chicago Dental Society, 
having served as Chairman of the Ex- 
hibit Committee in 1924, Secretary in 
1925, 1926, 1927, 1928, and President in 
1930. He was associated with various 
other activities of the Chicago Dental 
Society, having been a member of the 
Public Service Committee and the Chair- 
man in 1939-1940. He was Vice Presi- 


dent of the Century of Progress Dental 
Congress which was held in 1933. 

Dr. Fisher’s interests were directed. 
toward Dental Health Education, and 


_he was particularly interested in the fur- 


thering of such education in the public 
schools of Chicago. Several years ago 
he became interested in the Allendale 
School for Boys at Lake Villa, Illinois, 
where he set up and directed a dental 
service that proved most efficient and 
beneficial. This service has continued 
since Dr. Fisher established it and placed 
it on such a sound basis. He devoted 
a great deal of time and energy to the 
work in this Institution, of which he 
was a Director. 

Dr. Fisher’s activities at Northwestern 
University were many. He served as 
President of the Dental Alumni Asso- 
ciation in 1934 and 1935, as a Director 
of the Northwestern University Alumni 
Association for nine years, and as a Di- 
rector of the Chicago Club of Northwest- 
ern Men for several years. He received 
the Service Award from the Northwest- 
ern Alumni Association for outstanding 
work in 1941. 

In 1928 Dr. Fisher was elected to 
Fellowship in the American College of 
Dentists. He was a member of the Delta 
Sigma Delta Fraternity, as well as the 
Omicron Kappa Upsilon Honorary 
Fraternity, and for many years a mem- 
ber of the Exmoor Country Club in 
Highland Park, Illinois, where he re- 
sided during his practice in Chicago. 
Dr. Fisher was a Charter Member of 
the Chiselers Club of Chicago and was 
president in 1938. 

His interests and activities were not 
confined to the Chicago Dental Society 
for he was also active in the affairs 
of the Illinois State Dental Society and 
the American Dental Association. 

He served dentistry both honestly and 
sincerely. Those who knew him found 
his fellowship a pleasure and his friend- 
ship enduring.

NO ARMY COMMISSIONS 
BEYOND 38 YEARS 


Official announcement has been made 
through the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service that Army commissions 
will not be granted at the present time 
to men beyond their 38th birthday. This 
ruling does not apply to the Navy, how- 
ever, as the Navy Dental Corps is still 
accepting some men beyond this age. 
Confusion has arisen because of the sud- 
denness of this change in age limit and 
because some dentists beyond 38 have 
been notified by the Procurement and 
Assignment Service in Washington that 
they are available for military service 
and should apply for their commissions. 
However, these notices were sent before 
the new age limit was established and 
those beyond their 38th birthday who 
have received such notice need not 
comply for the present as their applica- 
tions will not be accepted. Further in- 
formation is not yet available and, of 
course, the age limit again may be 
changed. 


GENERAL MILLS MADE 
MAJOR GENERAL 


Brigadier General Robert H. Mills 
has been raised in rank to Major Gen- 
eral by order of the President, accord- 
ing to an announcement in the Army 
Navy Register issued October 2. He 
will maintain his same post as Dental 
Surgeon. 

This advance marks the first time in 
history that the Chief of the Dental 
Corps has had the rank of Major Gen- 
eral. The promotion is well deserved 
and is the result of a concerted effort 
from many sources to make rank in the 
Dental Corps more equitable in relation 
to the Medical Corps. 

It has also been announced that Col- 
onel Robert C. Cravens, who has been 
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assistant to the Dental Surgeon, is now 
stationed in Boston pending overseas 
duty. 


SCHOOL TEACHERS RECEIVE 
DENTAL PICTORIAL 


The Dental Pictorial is being mailed 
to all of the public and parochial school 
teachers in Aurora, J!linois.

The Per Capita Consumption of Sugar:— 
World production of raw sugar in 1939 was 
not far from 35 million tons. Of this nearly 
22 million tons came from the sugar cane and 
considerably more than 12 million tons from 
the sugar beet. The United States and its 
island possessions produced about 5% million 
tons. Louisiana and Florida are the leading 
cane sugar states; California and Colorado, 
the chief beet sugar states. In the United 
States the per capita consumption of sugar 
rose from about 40 pounds a year (raw value) 
in the decade 1870-1879 to 107 pounds in 
1920-1929 but dropped back to 102 pounds 
for the period 1930-1939. In prewar years 
several other countries reported still higher 
consumption of sugar, but the figures are not 
available at present. The world average sugar 
consumption was reported to be 30% pounds 
per capita for the season 1939-1940, i.e. for 
one year. The desirability of such a large 
consumption of sugar in the United States is 
doubtful. Sugar supplies about one sixth of 
the calory intake and hence displaces the con- 
sumption of less refined foods that would 
carry minerals and vitamins as well as energy.

American-Soviet Medical Society Formed:— 
Dr. Walter B. Cannon, professor emeritus of 
physiology, Harvard Medical School, Boston, is 
the president of the American-Soviet Medical 
Society, a new group founded to meet an in- 
creasing demand for information about the re- 
sults and achievements of Soviet medicine. Dr. 
Henry E. Sigerist, director of the Institute of 
the History of Medicine at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, Baltimore, is the editor of a journal to 
be published by the society and to be known as 


the American Review of Soviet Medicine. 
Temporary offices of the society are at 130 
West 46th Street, New York. Through meet- 
ings, the publication of a journal and the 
establishment of a library of information, the 
society will tell physicians of America and 
members of the allied professions on what 
problems Soviet colleagues are working and 
what is being done to solve these problems. 
The society will also send American medical 
books and periodicals to the Soviet Union to 
keep the Russians informed of scientific de- 
velopments in this country and to stimulate 
closer cooperation between the medical corps 
of the two countries. As soon as conditions 
permit after the war, the society hopes to 
promote the exchange of students and scien- 
tists and to sponsor study hours in the two 
countries.

Infantile Paralysis:—The normal and usual 
method of travel of the virus throughout the 
body is reported to be by the pathways pro- 
vided by the nerves. This is a neurotrophic 
or neuronotrophic virus. It leaves no demon- 
strable histologic change as it travels over or 
through the nerve fibers, yet its spread by way 
of neurons is dependent on healthy normal 
fibers and nerve cells. For example, it cannot 
progress in nerve tissue that has not fully 
regenerated after traumatic changes. The rate 
of the progression of the virus in peripheral 
nerves to the central nervous system has been 
calculated by Howe and Bodian to be at the 
rate of 2.4 mm. per hour in the experimental 
animal. Such travel occurred in both the 
motor and the sensory fibers. — Gudakunst, 
Don W.: New Developments in Infantile 
Paralysis, New York State J. Med.
